AS FLATS BLAZE, 


Twenty Women Check Panic 
and Save Lives in the Yo- 
semite Apartment 
Building. 


FLAMES SHOOT UP STAIRS. 


World’s Fair Time Structure of 
Wooden Interior and Hous- 
ing 200 People Has 
Close Call.

* 


At least @ score of women proved them- 
selves heroines last evening when fire threat- 
ened to destroy the Yosemite apartment 
building, a six story structure of world's fair 
origin at Sixty-first street and Monroe ave- 
nue. A moment after the fire was discovered 
the entire interior of the big building was 
filled with smoke, and it appeared almost 
certain that many of the 200 residents would 
be lost in the rush for fire escapes and stair- 
way. 

It was in this panic that the women re- 
tained their presence of mind, assisted in car- 
rying children from the building, and in 
guarding two sick women who were unable 
to leave. Mrs. De V. Spooner remained in her 
apartment on the sixth floor quieting a sick 
woman who was unable to move even when 
she believed the building was doomed. 

“The woman couldn't get away and I 
couldn’t carry her, so that was all I could do 
until the firemen arrived. Mre. Spooner ex- 
plained later. Mrs. Spooner is a frail little 
woman herself. 

The presence of mind of these women prob 
ably prevented several fatalities. It is due to 
them that not more than three or four per- 
sons were slightly injured in making their 
escape from the burning building. 


The Injured. 

CUNMINGTON, MBS. HARRY, burned about 
hands and arms in carrying baby down stairs. 
WAGNER, MISS EMMA, similarly burned in res- 

cuing Cunnington baby; injuries not serious. 
HUNTER, JOHN, 75 years old, overcome by

Fire Starts in Tailor Shop. 

It was shortly after 8 o'clock in the even- 
ing that the fire was discovered by Herbert 
Stout, who occupied a flat on the second floor. 
He saw smoke floating from a window in the 
rear of the tailor shop of Frank Cider, on the 
first floor. 

| While Stout was turning in in alarm flames 
| burst from the tailor shop with the force of 
an explosion and socom mounted the top 
of the building by means of the open shaft in 
the center of the structure in which the stair- 
way is situated. The stairway was old and 
entirely of wood, furnishing fuel for the 
fire. 

This was the condition when Mrs. Harry 
Cunnington, hearing the noise in the hall, 
stepped out of her flat on the fourth floor and 
was confronted by the flames. The woman 
returned to the flat and, seizing her oldest 
child, Elsie, 2 years old, wrapped her in a 
blanket and called to Miss Emma Wagner, 
who was visiting her, to get the baby, 
George. 

The two women then started to the front 
fire escape, but found the window to which 
it was attached crowded with men and 
women. Then, burying their faces in the 
blankets in which they had wrapped the chil- 
dren, they struggled through the dense smoke 
to the street. 


Hands Burned and Clothes Singed. 

The hands and arms of both of the women 
were burned in their flight and their clothing 
also was torn and singed. 

Mrs. K. A. Oliver, a school teacher, who 
occupied a flat on the same floor, accom- 
panied by her daughter, Maude, endeavored 
to follow Mrs. Cunnington. Hardly had they 
reached the second landing when Mrs. Oliver 
was overcome by the smoke and fell to the 
floor in a faint. Knowing that she, too, 
probably would be overcome if she endeav- 
ored to continue down the stairs, the younger 
woman half carried, half dragged her mother 
back to the fourth floor and, after reviving 
her, assisted her down the fire escape. 


Man Carries Dow Invalid. 

J. M. Traynor, flat 41, was making a hur- 
ried departure down the fire escape when he 
was attracted by cries in the adjoining flat. 
There he found Mrs. Grace Taggert, an in- 
valid, who was compelled to use crutches, 
standing at the door, unable to move. Tray- 
nor is but a slender man, but he seized the 
invalid, carried her to the window, and then 
to the ground, where both collapsed. 

William Leahy, the elevator man, and Jan- 
itor Burnst made several trips with the ele- 
vator, but the heat and draft soon filled the 
shaft with smoke and flames, and they were 
compelled to abandon the car. They succeed- 
ed, however, in getting several families down 
from the top floor before the car was closed. 

Walter Quinn, 15 years old, won the praise 
of all the occupants of the building by coolly 
closing his parents’ flat on the sixth floor— 
so the water wouldn't get in, he afterward 
explained—and then helping his little sister, 
Dorothy, down the fire escape. 


Janitor Rescues an Invalid. 

Mrs. L. M. Heath, an invalid, 70 years old 
and deaf, was found caimly seated in a flat 
on the sixth floor after nearly all of the other 
occupants of the builcing had made their 
escape. Janitor Burnst found her. 

„Why. what ie all the excitement about?“ 
exclaimed the old woman, who knew nothing 
of the fire. 

Without a word the janitor picked up the 
woman, carried her to the stairs in the rear 
of the building, and then to the ground. 

Miss E. J. Grant, who resides on the sixth 
floor, carried a baby down the stairway 
to the fourth floor, where a fireman 
took it from her and carried it down the fire 
escape. When the young woman reached the 
street she asked for the baby and the fre- 
man pointed to three that had been carried 
down and deposited in a pile of biankets in a 
place of safety. 

They're all there, I guess,” said the oblig- 
ing fireman. “ Help yourself.” 

Formerly the Isabella Hotel. 

During the world's fair the building was 
known as the Isabella hotel. Its interior fs 
constructed entirely of wood, and because of . 
this fact the occupants of the building in | 
‘years past have taken part in several fire 
panics. There have been no serious fires pre- 
vious to this one, however. The building is 
owned by Frederick R. Bartlett. 

The loss to the building and contents is és- 


timated at between $5,000 and 810000.

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E. U. Harriman Says 3 
from Flurry Has Commenced. 


SETS THOUSANDS AT WORK. 


Men Laid Off by His Railroads Resume 
Their Tasks. 


New York, Dec. 4.—[Special.]—Edward H. 
Harriman, head of one of the greatest rail- 
road systems in the United States, is of 
opinion that the country is already begin- 
ning to recover from the severe shock re- 
ceived in the recent panic. 

He sees signs all over thedland of a renewal 
of that public confidence without which 
there can be no prosperity. Mills which 
shut down when the figst shock came are 
beginning to reopen, and Mr. Harriman be- 
lieves that ft will not be long before the 
business of the country again will be in a 
normal condition. 

What Mr. Harriman sees as the best evi- 
dence of a return to healthful conditions is 
the fact that the recovery which has set 
in is not going om so quickly that there is 
danger of having to open the wound again. 

On the other hahd, while it is steady, It is 
not so slow as to check the confidence of 
the financiers of the country in making 
further investments for sober industrial 
and commercial development. 


No Stop Now in Progress. 

When seen today he sald: 

„ Weare in the rebound from the de- 
pression, and we are in it to stay. There 
will be no falling back—each step that we 
are taking 1 firm. Underneath the whole 
situation there is an industrial stability. 
There is too much work to be done and too 
great capacity for doing it to allow a long 
drawn out depression.” 

Do you think public confidence is being 
restored ?’’ 

“TI certainly do. There are indications of 
it everywhere. This country is too big, and 
its people as a whole too sensible, to allow 
the acts of a few men to shake their faith 
in the integrity of our great financiers and 
business men as a whole. Naturally there 
was a little scare at first, but when the 
people saw that there were rotten spots 
only here and there they quickly recovered 
from their fright.” 

“Of course, you must not expect all at 
once to see every line of commercia] busi- 
ness as active as it has been during the last 
two years, and perhaps it is better for the 
country that it should not so be,” 


6,000 Men Go Back to Work. 

No better evidence that Mr. Harriman be- 
lieves business is on the mend can be found 
than in the fact that he has just ordered 
back to work 6,000 men on his railroads. 

At the beginning of the panic, when even 
the wisest men could not foresee how far 
it would go, Mr. Harriman began to re- 
trench. 

He temporarily halted the great work of 
improvement which is being ca:ried on on 
the Union Pacific and Southern Pacific lines 
and ordered the discharge of 8,000 laborers. 
Now ‘the greater part of these already are 
back and the origine! plans are being rapidly 
carried out. 

“I put the men back in the interest of the

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BOY HIDDEN BY PARENTS 
SOON FOUND BY POLICEMEN. 


Hyman Kaplan, 18 Years Old, Stabs

However, the policemen decided to search 
the house and reached the bedroom just as 
Hyman was seized with a fit of coughing. 
His hiding place wae soon found and the 
ropes that bound him to the underside of 
the bed were sévered, allowing him to drop 
to the floor. He was locked up. 

The victim was taken to a hospital, where 
he was too weak to give a statement.

MAYOR BECKER DROPS OUT. 


Sternad Only One of the Five Real 
Rivals Who Continues.

Ald. Joseph Badenoch of Englewood—his 
beard frozen stiff and garments coated with 
snow—reached Evanston at 11:10 o'clock last 
night on his march to Chicago from Mil- 
waukee. He was in keen spirits and as he 
passed the Northwestern university campus 
he sang the University of Chicago rooting 
song, Go, Chicago.” His journey to the 
Illinois Athletic clubhouse will be resumed 
at 7 o’clock this morning. 

With Charles J. -Zeller, chairman of the 
athletic committee of the club, the alderman 
trudged over forty miles of snow and ice 
covered roads from Kenosha during the day— 
really more than that because he had to take 
a round about way at times—and was many 
miles in advance of the only survivor of the 
five men who started to walk from Milwaukee 
to Chicago in sixty hours. 

J. J. Sterndd outlasted his four sivals for 
the $1,000 bet and was still plodding on his 
way when Ald. Badenoch arrived at the Ave- 
nue house in Evanston. Sternad was re- 
ported at Highland Park atZo'clock. He left 
Kenosha a half hour in advance of the al- 
derman, but the latter passed him after 
traveling four miles. 

Becker Drops Out of It. 

Mayor Becker of Milwaukee was forced 
to give up the struggle six miles south of 
Kenosha. His sprained ankle pained him 
severely, and on the advice of pastmaster 
Pedestrian Weston he quit the jaunt and took 
the train to Chicago after bunching at Wau- 
kegan. 

Ald. Badenoch had a day of experiences 
and several times wandered from the road 
of march. His journey, accordingly, was 
several miles longer than it might have been. 
Snowdrifts and the ice coating made walking 
dificult, but the alderman continued with 
great determination. He wished to continue 
his march to the clubhouse in Chicago after 
arriving in Evanston, but was restrained 
from doing so. 

No change was made in the alderman’s 
apparel in his second day’s march. Sweater- 
less and without an overcoat, his coliar more 
or less the worse for weer. he plodded on in 
the face of a raw wind, tramping in the 
artven snow where no step had been set be- 


fore. 
Zeller Says He's All In.“

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WALT WHITMAN'S BRAIN LOST 


Scientist Makes Discovery While 
Engaged in Research. 


WEIGHT POINTS TO GENIUS. 


Dr. Spitzka Says American Will Dom- 
inate in Future Mental Power, 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Edward Anthony Spitzka, professor general 
of anatomy in Jeffersgn college and one of the 
most distinguished anthropological scholars 
in the world, in a report upon the compara- 
tive study ot the bralns of the six greatest 
acientists in America, tonight revealed that 
the brain of Walt Whitman had been lost 
absolutely to science by the carelessness of 
an employe in a hospital. The employé al- 
lewed it to drop to the floor with the jar in 
which it was contained. Not even a piece of 
it was saved. 

Dr. Spitzka made his researches in the in- 
terest of the American. philosophical society. 
Beside the Whitman revelation the most im- 
portant thing in his report is his assertion 
that the future American brain is to dominate 
the human powers of the earth. Next to that 
is his discovery that the brains of geniuses 
can easily be determined by their weight. 
They weigh a specific — more than 
average. 

Deplores Loss Science. 

Dr. Spitzka deplored the loss of the mar- 
velous Whitman brain, and admitted that 
the most important results might have been 
obtained had this brain been saved. As it 
was the investigation was based upon the 
examinations of the brains of Dr. Joseph 
Leidy, Philip Leidy, J. W. White Sr., An- 
drew J. Parker, Harrison Allen, Prot. Ed- 
ward D. Cope, and Dr. William Pepper. 

When the ‘executors of the estate of Walt 
Whitman in this city were informed of the 
less of the brain of the philosopher they de- 
clared this was a breach of trust. Horace 
L. Traubel, literary executor of the will and 
the poet's most intimate friend, declared 
none of the executors ever had been informed 
the brain had been lost. He will begin the 
investigation at once. 

In the course of his investigation Dr. 
Spitzka examined also ten brains of ordi- 
nary Healthy ‘men who had committed mur- 
der and were executed by glectricity, and 
eight Brains of non-European races, com- 
prising Eskimos, Japanese and Papuans. He 
says persons possessing great intellectual 
capacity, persons excelling in the creative 
arts, sciences, and in human affairs in gen- 
eral, have always heavier, larger brains 
than those of the ordinary population. 

Sense Development a Clew. 

Dr. Spitska found that in the lower grades 
the olfactory nerves were exceedingly 
well developed; wiille the senses of sight and 
hearing were poorly developed. In a man 
of high educational capacity the olfactory 


nerves are less developed. while the senses 


of sight and hearing are fully developed. 
The higher the type the more this is so. 

All the characteristics of the human being 
can be determined, according to Dr. ‘Spitzka, 
from the brain. He makes a strong appeal 
for the surrendering of the brains of emi- 
nent men to science. He says the objection 
of families is mere sentimentality..

President Answers Appeal. 

The exetutive committee of the mine 
owners has peceived word from Gov. Sparkes 
that President Roosevelt will furnish federal 
troops if they are needed. The nearest body 
of soldiers is at the Presidio, in San Fran- 
cisco, eighteen hours away by special train 
and much could transpire before the soldiers 
could reach here. 

The mine owners are watching every move 
of the miners and express their conviction 
that trouble is brewing. This is denied by 
officials of the miners’ union, but many se- 
cret meetings of the locked out men are 
being held, and the situation in the eyes of a 
disinterested observer is acute. 


Peace or Clash Soon. 
Mining camps in other sections of the state 
are in accord with the operators here. This 
fact may either provoke or prevent violence 
by the miners at Goldfield, who know that 
at many other places in the state hundreds 


and cold. 

It all depends on which of the local leaders 

can. use the greatest influence over the 
miners. 
An appeal to the passions of the men might 
be aided by the picture of distress elsewhere. 
The same argument used by a conservative 
might induce the strikers to adopt péace- 
ful measures. 

Knowing this, the owners are on the alert 
and in constant touch with Gov. Sparks. 

The situation is made more grave here 
by the fact that Nevada has no national 
guard and the local, peace officers are too few 
in number to cope with seffOus trouble if it 


comes. 
Troops Ready to Go. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 4.—[{Special.]— 
Gen. Frederick Funston, commander of the 
Pacific department of the army, today re- 
ceived orders from President Roosevelt to 
hold two regiments of troops in readiness 
— go to Goldfield, Nev., on immediate or- 

ers. 

Gen. Funston tonight admitted he had 
received from Washington. a confidentia] 
message on the Goldfield disturbances, but 
he refused to divulge the nature of it. 

“If the military are sent to Goldfield,” 
he said, “the Twentieth and Twenty- 
second infantry will be called out.

Case Against Trustees, Alleging Irreg- 
ularities, Comes Up Soon. 


“Tom Teakle., once a dishwasher in a St. 
Louis hotel, and now heir to part of the 
$2,000,000 estate of Col. George T. Cline, her- 
mit of the Woodburn hotel in Englewood, will 
be one of the principals when the case comes 
up soon in Judge Carpenter’s court. 

Other heirs, under the lead of Nicholas O. 
Cline, a brother of the colonel, have started 
suit against the trustees on the charge of 
fraud and misrepresentation in connection 
with the sale of lands at Gary, Ind., to the 
United States Steel corporation. Wallatta 
May Teakle, a 16 year oid orphan girl of 
Lincoln, III mo is a grandniece of Col. 
Cline, and an imbecile nephew in Maryland 
are the others interested in the suit. 

The dishwasher heir, whods a nephew of 
Col. Cline, when found by the lawyers for the 
“trustees, had hard work to believe his good 
fortune. He was brought to Chicago and, 
according to William Ritchie, attorney for 
Nicholas O. Cline, was influenced by the 
trustees to put his claim in the court at 


$65,000 is enough for him to get hold of at 
one time. The charge that he is being ‘‘ beaten 
out of more than $40,000 comes in the 
amended bill filed in Judge Carpenter’ s court 
by Mr. Ritchie. 

Trustees Are Not Bonded. 

The malig complaint that the plaintiffs 
have against the trustees is that they arenot 
bonded and that they have converted too 
much of the property into “ expenses.’ 

When the-will was made public Nicholas 
Cline, who resides in Boston, filed a suit to 
have it set aside because the trustees were 
not bonded. In his suit he said that the will 
was made by Col. Cline when he was not ina 
fit condition of mind or body and that for 
weeks previous he had been under the influ- 
ence of Aquiila Yeakle, an heir and trustee. 
The only man allowed to see him, Cline said, 
was Frank J. Loesch, who has acted since 
the death of Col. Cline four years ago as at- 
torney for the trustees. 

It was charged that a physician was not 
allowed to be present when the will was 
made up and that-an appointment made for 
this purpose was broken. When he went to 
keep the appointment he met Mr. Loesch 
coming out of the hospital vin the will in 


his pocket: 
Big Fees to Agents. 

One of the trustees was a barber in Los 
Angeles and another a shoe clerk in Mary- 
land. They are said to have paid $25,000 to 
Mr. Loesch for legal services and $29,000 to 
real estate agents for doing the work they 
paid themselves for doing. 

As far as the sale of the land in Gary is 
concerned, the heirs base their complaint on 
the fact that subsequent to the sale of land 
by the trustees at $400 an acre the trustees

Sun’s Rays from Chicago. 


[JUST LIKE’ A LONDON Fos. 
Prof. Cox Says It’s Because Fuel Goes 
Up Chimneys Unburned. 


“Hello, Trrsune! Has the end of the 
world come?’ asked a nervous woman over 
the telephone yesterday afternoon when the 
city was covered with darkness. 

“Three years ago,” she added, “I read of 
a French scientist who predicted that the 
world would come to an end on Dec. 4, 1907, 
and I fear it is true.“ 

That woman, it seems, was not the only 
one who began to think of the little deeds of 
kindness she had omitted from her life. 

When the question about the end of the 
world was - asked of Prof. H. J. Cox, the of- 
ficial weather forecaster, he replied: 8 

There's nothing to that. If the peo- 
ple of Chicago would learn to consume their 
fuel instead of allowing it to pass up the 
chimney this condition would not be.” 

Naturally there was excitement over the 
blackness, but the nearest approach to a 
fatality occurred at State and Washington 
streets, when, under cover of the darkness, 
a street urchin stole the goose from the 
Santa Claus of the Volunteers of America. 

Cornerman Edward J. Dodd recovered the 
tin collecting machine and its contents after 
a short spurt, during which he fell on the 
esq street and soiled his new overcoat, 
but the thief got away. 


Like Night After 1:30. 

According to the almanac the sun set at 
4:18, but except those who chanced to get an 
observation from the weather bureau tower 
few Chicagoans knew anything about the 
existence of the sun after 1:30 p. m. At 8

| JUSTIFIES HIS POLICIES. 


Pays Tribute to Wisdom of New 
Laws Enacted During the 
Last Six Years. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—[Special.}— 
Senator Knox’s boom for the presidential 
nomination in 1908 was launched tonight. 
Mr. Knox declared himself in thorough ac- 
cord with President Roosevelt's policies, and 
inferentially ‘pledged himself if sent to the 
White house to take up the work just as the 


present incumbent lays it down. 


The occasion was a dinner given by former 
Representative Joseph C. Sibley of Pennsy!- 
vania to the Pennsylvania delegation in con- 


gress. ; 

Representative Burke of Pennsylvania was 
the first speaker. He reviewed Senator 
Knox's public career and pointed out how 
intimately. he was identified with and respon- 
sible for the success of many of the great 
policies that have aided in making the ad- 
ministration of President Roosevelt notable. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Burke's speech 
Representative John Dalsell of the Pittsburg 
district made a motion that the declarations 
of.Mr. Burke be adopted as those of the 
entire delegation, which was carried with 
cheers. . 


Lauds Roosevelt’s Sincerity. 


Gov. Stuart and Lieut. Gov. Murphy, in 
their speeches, said that Pennsylvania 
should demand the nomination for the sen- 
ator. Mr. Knox was then called on. In part 
he said: 

An astute political leader once said: 

Republican nominations: have always 
been made with a thorough understanding 
and concession of the fitness and availability 
of the candidates and an intelligent and com- 
prehensive gurvey of tacticai positions.’ 

This observation was pedicated upon a 
résumé of the conditions and reasons which 
led to the selection of all the republican can- 
didates from Fremont to McKinley 

** Supplementing this statement and bring- 

ing the party record to date, I may add that in 
1904 Theodore Roosevelt was nominated and 
overwhelmingly elected as a tribute to his 
sincerity and in approval of his unrelenting 
purpose to stamp out public vice and cor- 
porate abuses and to secure the equality of 
all before the law.

MONTE CARLO, Dec. (After a speedy 
trial before the Superior court of Monaco, 
Vere St. Leger Goold and hie wife, Marie, 
were convicted today of the murder of Emma 
Levin here last summer. 

The court found that Mrs. Goold was the 
chief instigator of the crime and sentenced 
her to death by the guillotine, and that Goold 
was less responsible because he was under 
the influence of liquor at the time the murder 
was committed and sentenced him to im- 
prisonment for life.

Goold Confessed the Murder. 

Statements as to the facts in the case were 
at great variance. Goold himself confessed 
that he committed the murder and that his 
wife had nothing to do with it. The police 
did. not put much faith in his story, and as 
the case was presented to the cotrt his 
wife was shown to be thé real instigator. 

The evidence went to show that Emma 
Levin, who was possessed of considerable 
jewelry and some money, had been invited 
to visit the Goolds, who were in needy cir- 
cumstances. There she was killed, and later 
a quantity of her jewelry was found in the 
possession of Goold and his wife. Her body 
was dismembered and packed in a trunk and 
valise, which the murderers were trying to 


dispose of when the arime was discovered. 


OSCAR YIELDS SWEDE RULE 
TO CROWN PRINCE GUSTAVE. 


Recurring Ill Health Compels Old 
King Formally to Turn Over Reins 
to Heir Apparent. 


STOCKHOLM. Dec. 4.—Swedenh’s troubles 
multiplied today and startling developments 
took place. First in importance was the 
formal abdication of King Oscar,who handed 
the reigns of government to Crown Prince 
Gustaye as regent.

Catholics Drive Pig Into Mohammedan

occurred at Djakovo, Croatia, between Cath- 
olics and Mahommedans, in which forty per- 
sons were killed, and 100 wounded.

Prince von Bülow solved his immediate em- 
barrassment by using the national liberal 
criticism of the government's financial*meas- 
ures as an opportunity to have a straight 
out talk with the coalition leaders over the 
continuous doubt whether the government 
was réally able to command a majority. 

This doubt has existed since the election 
early in the year, it being constantly af- 
firmed by the government's opponents that 
the “ Bloc” parties could not possibly keep 


together. 
Threatens to Quit Post. 


The chancellor amazed the reichstag by 
quietly calling together Herr von Normans 
and baron von Gamp, conservatives; Herr 
Ernst Basserman, national liberal; Herr 
Mueller and Herr Meingen, radicals; Lieb- 
ermann von Sonnerberg, agrarian, and some 
others in the chancellor’s room at the reich- 
stag this morning. 

The substance of his communication was 
that he would ask the emperor for leave to 
retire unlesss he could rely for a majority - 
upon the coalition. 

He therefore asked the leaders to discuss 
the situation with their followers and among 
themselves to see if they could promise unity. 
It was presumed that the chancellor was 
acting with the emperor's full approval. 


Hear More of Scandal. 


The house sat for an hour and a half to 
hear the minister of war, Gen. von Einem, 
further explain the Von Moltke-Eulenburg 
scandal, and then adjourned. 

Minister of War von Einem announced 
in the reichstag that Emperor William had 
ordered the suspension of the court of honor 
proceedings against Gen. Count Wilhelm 
von Hohenau, who, together with Maj. 
Count Johannes. Lynar, was compromised 
by the testimony given In the course of the 
Harden-Von Moltke libel suit. This action 
means that Count von Hohenau must take 
his chances in an ordinary court of justice. 
The minister of war announced further that 
Count von Hohenau and Count Lynar had 
presented themselves for trial and that the 
cases would take the usual course. 

The remarks of the minister of war were 
called forth by a speech delivered by Dr. 
Herman 8. Paasche, first vice president of 
the reichstag, in the course of which he 
held up a bunch of letters which, he said, 
had been written by Count von Hohenau 
from the imperial headquarters at Wil- 
helmshohe to Herr Bollhardt, who was a 
witness at the Harden trial, and which in- 
dicated that Von Hohenau had had mere- 
tricious relations with Bollhardt.

WATERWAY NERDS ARE TOLD 


Rivers and Harbors Congress 
Begins Session at Capital. 


FAVOR LAKES TO GULF PLAN. 


Former Mayor of St. Louis Says Scheme | 


Will Be Well Supported. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—The 
lakes to the gulf waterway plan was chief 
among many similar improvements urgéd 
during the first session today of the national 
rivers and harbors congress, which was 
called to order this morning. . 

Secretary of State Root welcomed the 
members and was followed by M. Jusserand, 
the French ambassador. The diplomat told 
of the vast benefits his country obtained 
from its system of canals, which aggregate 
2,915 miles, and which cost $400,000,000, 

Andrew Carnegie sent a letter saying that 
instead of spending money on warships the 
government ought to spend it on waterways. 

Cyrus P. Walbridge, former mayor of St. 
Louis, spoke at the evening session. He re- 
viewed fhe work of the Lakes to the Gulf 
Waterways association. He said that the 
work of the association was in the hands 
of twenty members, including the governors 
of several states. 

The object was to promote the construction 
of a ship channel at least fourteen feet deep 
from the great lakes to the Gulf of Mexico. 
Such a waterway, he said, would extend our 
coast line 1.500 miles into the interior of the 
country, and, in effect, would create, with 
the Erie canal, a continuous Internal water- 
way from the city of New York to the city 
of New Orleans. 

He pointed out that much of this work had 
been done; that forty-five miles already had 
been excavated south from Chicago, and that 
the state of Illinois was proposing an issue 
of $20,000,000 of bonds to continue the project. 

The congress will be in session tomorrow 
and Friday.

He declared the 
glimpse he ha@had of Siberia and other parts 
of Russia helped him to understand the dif- 
ficult problems presented, and the American 
people were profoundly. interested in the suc- 
cessful working out of those problems so as 
to redound to the honor of the Russian gov- 
ernment and the happiness and prosperity. of 
the people. 


Taft Replies in Kind. 

The traditional friendship for Russia had 
been cherished by Americans since the civil 
war, and he was glad to carry to them the 
message Of good will that had fallen from 
the lips of his host. 

Mr. Taft was received by the czar in his 
private study. The emperor discussed with 
him military topics at considerahle length. 
He questioned Mr. Taft concerning his jour- 
ney over the Transsiberian railroad, and 
showed a keen interest in the problems 
which the American government has to solve 
in the Philippines.

TELLS OF TUNNEL DIGGING 
"NINETY FEET BELOW DATUM. 


George E. Springer Recounts How 
Water Suddenly Disappeared from 
Bore Under River Made by Edison Co. 


The question of what becomes of water 
ninety feet below datum was raised by 
George B. Springer, engineer in charge of 
underground construction for the Chicago 
Edison company, before the Western So- 
clety of Engineers last night. 
unsolved. 

Mr. Springer told of some engineering feats 
by which his company was enabled to make 
six bores under the river with but one sert- 
ous accident. The company uses these tun- 
nels for the transmission of power from its 
plants to distributing stations. 

We have constructed six tunnels since 
“ Bighty feet down the shafts 
in the Washington street tunnel we eneoun- 
tered quickeand. Two years ago this tunrei 
filled with water, and after an unsuccessful 
attempt to pump it eut of the east shaft we 
abandoned the work and were preparing to 
pump out of the west shaft, when suddenly 
all the water disappeared, and what became 
of it we have never learned. 

We allow these tunnels to remain full of 
water now except when we wish to install 
more cables. It saves the cost of pumping 
and also serves to keep the cables cool.”

DECLARES RATE LAW YALID 


North Carolina Supreme Court 
Attacks Federal Writs. 


SOUTHERN FINE IS BEATEN. 


Road’s Agents Liable, However, to 
Punishment for Violating Law. 


+ 

Asheville, N. C., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—A de- 
cision was handed down today by the state 
Supreme court in the case of the Southern 
railway, fined $30,000 for violating the new 
passenger rate law. All grave important 
federal questions involved are decided in 
favor of the state. The court holds: 

That if the state cannot enforce its laws 
without interference by the federal govern- 
ment or its courts, then the authority and 
separate sovereignty of the state are myths 
and not a reality.“ 

The court supports Judge Long of the Su- 
pericr court on every point except one. It 
reverses his judgment, imposing a fine and 
dismissing. criminal proceedings. 


Road Had Time for Defense. 


The court affirms that the federal court 
cannot gtay the arm of the state executing 
its own criminal laws. It finds that the 
railway had time to make its defense in 
this case and that proceedings in the federal 
court do not constitute a defense to the in- 
@ictment or prevent the grand jury from 
returning a bill and the state court from 
taking cognizance of it and trying the case. 
The Supreme court of the United States is 
declared to be even more pronounced than 
state courts in denying to federal judges 
jurisdiction not claimed to reside in them. 


Hit at Federal Interference. 

The decision continues to the effect that a 
court of equity has no „ bet st ge to inter- 
tere by injunction to festrain a eriminal 
prosecution whether for violation of statute 
or municipal ordinances. The corporation 
commission and attorney general are not 
necessarily parties to the bill, for the act it- 
self is self-executory. The United States Su- 
preme court usually adopts the construction 
placed by the state Superior court on state 
statutes, and thi’ will oust jurisdiction of fed- 
eral courts if adopted by the United States 
Supreme court. 


Say Legislature Acted Wisely. 

The legislature, say the North Carolina 
jurists, failed to make the Tailway indict- 
able inicriminal proceeding for violation of 
the rate act, but spetifically vide for this 
remedy against the agents of the railway. 
Wisely, however, the law makes provision 
for severe penalties against the railway for 
every violation of the act. The legislature 
did not intend to inflict a double punishment 
on the corporation, but to enforce obedience 
by\ penalties to be sued for by travelers 
charged more than the prescribed rate. The 
legislature is presumed to have full knowl- 
edge of the law in such cases. 


Justice Clark Dissents. 


Justice Clark claims that under the com- 
mon law the railway may be indicted as ac- 


cessory for. aiding and advising its own 


agents. 

In his dissenting opinion he intimates that 
the legislature should be called together in 
special. session to make the act so explicit 
that _ railroads can be punished by fines. 


PAIR GOES INTO 7 


Jamestown Exposition, Now Un- 
der Control of Federal Court. 


STATE PROPERTY ATTACKED. 


Title to Buildings Contested by Hold- 
ers of Private Liens. 


Norfolk, Va., Dee. 4,—~[Special.}—The 
Jamestown Exposition company's affairs 
were today taken over into the hands of the 
United States District court. Judge Waddill 
will name two, and possibly three, receivers 
in a day or two, who will administer the 
business of the company. 

The decision of the court was announced 
after lengthy arguments by counsel for the 
company and its creditors had been heard. 
Judge Waddill said his action ‘was based on 
a desire to protect equally the interests of 
all claimants. 

The case was heard on application of John 
Monk, a mechanic's lien creditor, and the 
Curran Printing company of St. Louis, a 
judgment creditor. The exposition com- 
pany's answer, which showed the company's 
desire for a receivership. to protect the fed- 
eral government and other creditors, ad- 
mitted the allegation of insolvency, but de- 
nied that no proper accounting of its funds 
had been made and denied the correctness 
of the mechanic's lien claims of $225,000. 

Chief Justice Blodgett of the Rhode Island 
Supreme court, chairman of that state’s 
Jamestown commission, urged the receiver- 
ship as important to twenty-four states 
which had erected buildings, the title to 
which is contested by private lien holders.

Banks in Philadelphia, Boston. Pittsburg. 
Cleveland. San Francisco, St. Louis, and 
other leading cities are expected to show a 
reserve well up to the 25 per cent mark, 
white the leading financial institutions in 
Indianapolis, Milwaukee, Omaha, Minneap- 
lis, St. Paul, and other cities will show cash 
reserves in excess of the requirement. Cash 
reserves of some of the Indianapolis banks 
reach 47and61 percent. The actual reserves 


in Omaha are estimated at 40 per cent. 


Cashiers’ checks are being cancelled in 


many of the cities as fast as they are pre- 
tente Wheére the legal cash reserves are in 


excess of the requirement.it ig expected the 
surplus will be released for circulation, and 
this will hasten the cash basis, as currency 
will be more plentiful.

A triple row of boxes is to be built on 
the roof in the place of the present single 
row, and there will be three rows of boxes 
downstairs, one row to be built inside the 
present boxes and another outside the stand, 
as during the world’s series. These six rows 
of boxes will extend from end to end of the 
entargea grandstand on the roof and on the 
‘ground floor, except the small portion of 
space required for the players’ benches, 


Steps to Connect the Stands. 
The problem of connecting the old grand- 
tand with the pavilion sections is made difmfi- 
cult by the fact the pitch of the pavilions is 
much steeper than that of the grandstand, 
‘earrying the rear of the 50 sent seats higher 
than the back of the grand stand, but that 
has been solved by short flights of steps to 
bridge the present gaps between stands. 
The roofs over the extensions ofthe grand-

Sanders,’ a stable hand and brother of Millard 
Sanders, were both expelled for their connection 
with the case. The board could not fad Millard 
Sanders was in any way lh ea of or connected 
with the dosing of the famous trotter, now a 
brood mare. 

The board expelled Gilbert F. Caire for ring - 
ing the mare Celia as Miss Greyline on several 
Long Island tracks last season. The case at- 
tracted considerable attention because of the 
appearance of a number of women witnesses. The 
driver's suspension stands until the end of the 
year. The mare Celia was expelled from al! asso- 
ciation tracks. 

A decision which may have wide bearing was 
handed down in reference to the protest of Fred 
Isabel, a New Bedford driver, Who had an entry 
in a race in Taunton, Mass., last September. An- 
other horse, Alice Mark, started in the race, wear- 
ing hobbies, but after the first heat they were 
removed. Isabel protested the pace and the board 
held that having started in hobbies, a horse is \ 
ineligible to finish a race without them.

Two men, representing themsetves as news- 
paper reporters, recently induced John J. 
Hattstaedt to give them $25 for the benetit 
of the Chicago Newspaper Men's associa- 
tion,“ an organization which never existed. 
He also subscribed for Pen and Ink,“ a 
publication which never existed. 

Mr. Hattstaedt, who is. a musician, with 
offices in Kimball hall, reported the matter 
yesterday to the police, and learned that 
the men who approached him had been ar- 
rested two years ago on a similer charge, 
but no one appeared to prosecute them. 

They gave their names as John J. Carroll 
and Edward Pryor. Carroll is deseribed 
as being 40 years old, short and stout build, 
while Pryor is much taller and weighs 250 
pounds. Their arrest two years ago was 
caused by Thomas O’Shaughnessy, then sec- 
retary of the Newspaper Artists“ associa- 


tion. 
Many Swindles Practiced. 


Mr. O'Shaughnessy said yesterday that the 
Pen and Ink game was but one of a few 
worked upon the public, and signified his 
readiness to pr ute any person caught 
‘attempting to swindle in the name of artists 
or writers. One of the favorite methods, he 
said, was for men who represented them- 
selves as newspaper artists to go to influen- 
tial business men and to collect blackmall, 
threatening to caricature them if they did 
not pay certain sums of money. 

Another system is to sell fraudulent pic- 
tures as the genuine or copies of old paint- 
ings. Churches, he said, are most frequently 
made the victims of the latter method of 
swindling me public. 

Other men, Mr. O'Shaughnessy said, rep- 
resented themselves as agents for art stu- 
dents’ and artists“ associations, and solicited 
contributions for the benefit of needy artists. 

There is no association of artists in the 
city or in the United States,“ said Mr. 
O'Shaughnessy, “‘ which. will permit of any 
such begging, as it would mean nothing more 
than suicide to the artists who were thus 
made the objects/of charity 


Men Who Pose as Artists. 

Another condition which Mr. O'Shaugh- 
nessy asserts will be exterminated if possible 
ig the practice of certain men, posing as 
artists, renting rooms in hotels and office 
buildings, and using these apartments for 
improper purposes. 

So frequent and vicious have become these 
abuses, he said, that the agents of many office 
buildings have refused to allow artists to 
rent rooms in their buildings.

If a union suit bacomes too short in the 
body, either by shrinking or because the 
wearer has grown, it may be lengthened as 
follows: Cut it around the waist line, start- 
ing between two buttons.
